-Flavor- free milk 


urged for 


Is the milk that your dairy 
cows are producing good 
enough for your children to 
drink and would you enjoy the 
cream on a dish of strawber- 
ries? 

About this time every year, 
a stream of weed-flavoured 
milk and cream comes pour- 
ing into Alberta’s dairy pro- 
cessing plants, says J, R, 
Findlay, Dairy Specialist with 
the Alberta Animal Industry 
Division, It has become a 
**tradition’’, and one we could 
well do without, 

Mr, Findlay suggests that 
dairymen in this province 
start producing and marketing 
flavour-free milk and cream 
as one of their centennial pro- 
jects to celebrate Canada’s 
hundredth birthday, Once hav- 
ing established such aproject 
they shouid keep it up every 
year, 

In addition to receiving 
higher returns from their 
milk and cream, dairymen 
who ship a top quality product 
will derive a great deal of 
pride and satisfaction from 
such an achievement, 

It is important to remember 
says Mr, Findlay, that the 
first green growth that app- 
ears on many spring pastures 
is often weeds, Stinkweed is 
the weed that is most fre- 
quently responsible for tain- 
ted milk, 

Mr, Findlay points out that 
dairymen who have to turn 
their cows out on pastures 
containing stinkweed can over 
come the problem by remov-~ 


dairymen 


ing them from the pasture 
three or four hours before 
they are milked and feeding 
them good quality roughage, 
During this period any un- 
desirable flavour will be 
eliminated from the milk, 
The Alberta milk grade 
standards require that weed- 
flavoured milk be rejected, 
coloured, and returned to the 
producer, The best use that 
can be made of it is to feed 
it to farm animals, Weed- 
flavoured cream will be grad- 
ed No, 2, This grade auto- 
matically reduces the cash 
value of the cream by 16¢ 
to 40¢ per pound of butterfat,
